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The cover photo is from a post card showing what is now known as the Storybook 
Motor Inn. The Inn dates its history back to about 1820 and was built by William 
Stilphen and operated as Stilphen’s farm, a boarding house. Around 1852, 
ownership transferred to his son Cornelius Stilohen who also served as a town 
selectman and representative to the legislature. In 1863-1864 he was one of 
twelve Bartlett men drafted for service in the Civil War but paid commutation to 
the town in lieu of service. 


Guidebooks of that period lists the boarding house as having 20 rooms for travelers 
and rates of $6-$9 a week and in addition to summer travelers, it served as a 
boarding house for Libbeys’ logging crews. Prior to 1947, it was called The Glen 
Inn. In 1947 the homestead was purchased by Raymond and Stella Clark who 
began extensive renovations and renamed it the Storybook Inn. Their daughter 
Charless, along with her husband Jan Filip, now own the property. They have 
constructed numerous additions and an indoor swimming pool. Charless states 
that the original farmhouse had twelve rooms. The stairways have not changed 
and the cellar is as it was in the Stilphens’ time.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Bartlett, New Hampshire in the County of | 
Carroll in said State, qualified to vote in the Town affairs: You are hereby notified to 
meet in the Town Hall in said Bartlett on Tuesday, March 11, 2014 at eight o'clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects hereinafter set forth. The vot- 
ing on Article 1 will be by official ballot at the Town Hall and the polls shall open 
for balloting at eight o'clock in the forenoon and shall not close before seven 
o'clock in the evening. The following articles (Articles 2 - 24) in the warrant will be 
acted upon on Thursday, March 13, 2014 at six thirty o'clock in the evening at the 
Josiah Bartlett Elementary School in Bartlett Village. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 2013 was all in all a pretty good and quiet year for Bartlett. On the finan- ~ 
cial side, the budget was under spent by some $33,000 and our revenues were 
$196,600 over what we had projected. Of that revenue amount, $112,000 was 
received from the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) to bring us up 
to date on the flood expenses. This $230,000 will become part of our surplus. Since 
the budget and warrant articles reflect an increase of approximately $150,000 over 
last year, we will be able to use some of this surplus to offset the tax rate and still 
get some important projects done. 


While we are on the FEMA and flood issue, the River Street bridge project is on 
track and engineering has started and the project should be ready to bid this 
spring with an anticipated completion date of late fall. 


You will notice an article in the warrant to pay for the tax maps which are finally 
complete and at the Town Hall for public use. Most of the corrections from the 
recent revaluation have been made and there are only a few unresolved abate- 
ment requests for the Board of Tax and Land Appeals. We are once again seeking 
a firm to do our updates and review the property values and will hopefully have 
someone on board soon. 


In reviewing the Bartlett Jackson Ambulance Service agreement, it was deter- 
mined that the towns should probably make the whole agreement gender neutral 
to keep up with the times. Additionally, the directors voted to recommend a 
change whereby the ambulance committee only had to meet twice a year instead 
of four times per year. They can meet more often if necessary, but the mandatory 
number of meetings would be two. There is an article on the warrant to facilitate 
those changes should the town vote to do so and the Town of Jackson has a simi- 
lar warrant article. 


The Transfer Station is running quite smoothly and the transition between the 
two towns has and is working very well. We are anticipating the purchase of anoth- 
er baler this year and taking a look at modifying the traffic flow patterns to help 
alleviate congestion during busy times. While our recycling effort is doing pretty 
well (see the breakdown in the Transfer Station report), there is ample room for 
improvement and through public education efforts in the towns and schools, we 
hope to increase the recycling program. Everything we recycle saves us money in 
trucking and landfill fees as well as saves the environment so we need to con- 
Sstantly strive to upgrade our effort. 


We are asking for an increase of $25,000 in the road construction article this year 
bringing the total up to $150,000. The continued repair of Dundee Road will be on 
the list and once spring rolls around, we will take a look at what other areas will get 
priority attention. We have done a lot of ditching and culvert work throughout the 
town in order to 1) extend the life of our roads and 2) be ready when we do repair 
work on a particular road. The Road Agent's report mentions areas that received 
work this year. 
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The nature of our winter storms is changing and we are getting a lot more ice 
storms with extreme cold and this makes treating our hills very difficult as it 
requires the trucks to back up the hills in order to salt and sand. This is very time 
consuming, costly and dangerous. The one sander we have which deposits the 
sand in front of the rear wheels of the truck has proven very beneficial and this year 
we are asking to purchase two of this type of sander which, if approved, will be 
placed on two of our town highway trucks. 


The town has applied for a grant for a new ladder truck for the Fire Department. 
We agreed to provide a larger share of the proposed match in order that we might 
enhance our chances for receiving the grant. We presently have $50,000 in a 
Capital Reserve Fund which we propose to use if we get the grant, coupled with 
another $70,000 to be raised by taxes through a bond. If we do not get the grant, 
we will not purchase the ladder truck this year but we are proposing to take 
$25,000 and add it to the existing Capital Reserve Fund. If we do get the grant, we 
propose bonding the $70,000 for a two or three year period, thus having no effect 
on this year's tax rate and the payment will fit in when we pay off one of our bonds 
in 2014. Our payment for long term debt has been reduced to $195,000 this year 
due to the fact that we paid off the bonds for the ambulance and the loader in 
2013, leaving only the revaluation (which will be paid off in 2014) and the TS Irene 
damage (which will be paid off in 2017). 


There is a warrant article asking for $4,000 for replacing the meeting room floor 
at the Glen Fire station. This is not the total amount of the project, which may be in 
the order of $10,000. We have some money left over from last year's warrant arti- 
cle and some money in the Fire Department budget should it be necessary. Once 
the project is put out to bid, we will have a better idea of the cost. 


We have added some funds to the Town Officers Expenses (Administrative 
Asst/Personnel line) in the budget to cover a training period for the new Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector. Leslie Mallett has been our Town Clerk/Tax Collector for 18 
years but she has moved out of town and can longer serve since residency is a 
requirement for this office. Thank you Leslie for your many years of service! 


The tax rate in 2013 went down to $9.98 from $10.33 in 2012, and this is always 
good news. This year's budget is up around $43,000 and the proposed warrant arti- 
cles compared to last year are up depending on whether we get the ladder truck or 
not, hopefully the school budget will remain steady or go down and if the county 
can get a handle on its budget, the net result will be a victory for the taxpayer. 


The Selectmen would like to thank all of the town employees who keep the town 
running and especially all of those citizens who volunteer their time to help keep 
Bartlett the great town it is to live, work, raise a family or retire!

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BARTLETT CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
2013 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Bartlett Conservation Commission continues in an advisory role of wetlands pro- 
tection. The Commission reviewed all of the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services (DES) “Standard Dredge and Fill Applications” submitted. For 
most of these applications, members of the commission visited the site and met with 
the owners or their representatives to assure the reasonableness of plans and to deter- 
mine if the impact that would disturb wetlands was being realistically minimized. If 
necessary, the Commission suggested the exploration of alternative approaches to the 
parties involved (owners/representatives, NH DES and/or Selectmen). Based on public 
requests, the Commission also approached several property owners who were plan- 
ning projects that lacked proper permits. 


During 2013, the Commission continued its involvement in the NH DES river water 
testing program known as VRAP (Volunteer River Assessment Program). To make this 
testing as meaningful as possible, the commission selected three sites on the Saco 
River as it runs through the town of Bartlett. These test sites provide data that indicate 
the water's quality where it enters Bartlett, at a mid-point and as it leaves the town’s 
boundary. This protocol allows the Commission to better pinpoint any problems 
should they arise. Two years ago specific lab tests were added to assess changes in 
river water quality associated with development taking place along and near the river- 
bank. This additional testing will continue through 2014. In the past, technically appro- 
priate scientific testing equipment and training was always provided by the DES. The 
commission learned that the Bartlett VRAP group is to be the recipient of $1500 of col- 
lected fines to be used to purchase our own testing equipment. The commission is 
working with DES to maximize the use of these funds. The Saco VRAP group expects to 
be working with their own equipment during the 2014 season. 


2013 saw completion of much of the repair work in the town caused by Tropical 
Storm Irene, both under emergency status and following normal protocols. Some 
Forest Service roads are still undergoing permitting procedures as they try to return 
their extensive road system to normal conditions. Some repair work will undoubtedly 
continue into 2014. 


The Commission and town Planning Board were pleased to receive and review the 
results of the natural resource inventory conducted by the Upper Saco Valley Land 
Trust. USVLT conducted the resource inventory for all the towns it oversees and has 
completed the inventory for Bartlett. The data and maps created during their study will 
be viewed in conjunction with the digitized maps of Bartlett being done by Thorne 
Surveys. The combination of these two technologies will be invaluable for guiding the 
town of Bartlett in environmentally responsible decision making in the future. 
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The role our endangered wetlands play in the ongoing availability of clean water for 
use by all forms of plant and animal life is scientifically defined as “absolutely essential”. 
Therefore, it is clearly in the general public’s best interest to protect these same wet- 
lands against any and all abuses, whether they are by ignorance or design. The 
Conservation Commission knows it is joined by all the citizens of Bartlett in its dedica- 
tion to protecting the wetland environments of the area. 


The current Conservation Commission members are Nancy Oleson and Daryl 
Mazzaglia, chairperson who will continue their service through 2014. The Commission 
is actively looking for more members to join its ranks. Anyone interested in participat- 
ing in this important endeavor should contact the Selectmen’s office at Bartlett Town 
Hall.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 
2013 ANNUAL REPORT 


In 2013 the pace of development in town continued at the low level of recent years. 
The Planning Board approved two subdivision applications creating three new lots, 
four boundary line adjustments and two voluntary lot mergers. 


At the 2013 town meeting voters approved an amendment to the town’s Floodplain 
Ordinance that corrected minor errors in the references to flood zones. Voters also 
approved four amendments to the town’s Zoning Ordinance. Three of the amend- 
ments were to the provisions governing signs, and clarified language that was subject 
to conflicting interpretations. The fourth amendment was a minor technical change 
that corrects outdated references to a state agency. 


In 2013 the Board also adopted formal Rules of Procedure. Every Planning Board is 
required by state law to have such rules, but it could not be determined if such rules 
were adopted when the Board was first established. The rules govern various aspects 
of how the Board shall operate beyond those specified in state law. 


The Chair would like to thank the members of the Board who volunteer their time to 
serve the community. We extend particular thanks to Lydia Lansing, who is retiring 
from the Board after serving since 2004.

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BARTLETT PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 2013 


“What is more important in a library than anything else-then everything else-is the fact 
that it exists.” - Archibald MacLeish 


In 2013, the Bartlett Public Library continued to focus on its mission to provide services 
to all residents of the community. With the support of the New Hampshire State Library 
we are able to provide services and access equal to that of any other library in the state. 
The objective of the library collection is to provide materials that meet the educational, 
informational, cultural and recreational needs and interests of the town’s residents. The 
resources the library offers in addition to lending books and periodicals include, access 
to public computers including printing and scanning services, WiFi, audiobooks, DVD's, 
museum passes, special programs, and fax and copy services. Many patrons who are 
now reading on electronic devices continue to take advantage of the libraries member- 
ship in the Overdrive consortium. This service allows Bartlett residents/library patrons 
free access to over 12,000 additional e-books and audiobooks. These digital editions can 
be used with the patrons' own electronic devices including all electronic readers, audio 
devices, tablets and personal or desktop computers. The library also has two e-readers 
and a telescope available for borrowing. The total collection of all library materials hov- 
ers at the 23,000 level which is maintained to accommodate our space restrictions by 
weeding old and out of date materials and purchasing new ones. 


The New Hampshire State Library continues to provide the invaluable service of Inter- 
Library loan. Through this service patrons are able to borrow titles from any other library 
in the state. In addition to supplementing our collection by providing access to titles we 
don’t own, it allows us access to multiple copies of any title and in this way we facilitate 
three local book clubs. The patron can call or stop in to provide the title/author and we 
place a request which is usually filled in one to two weeks depending on the location of 
the lending library. Through this weekly van service we borrowed over 1000 titles on 
behalf of our patrons and loaned about 500 titles from our collection to other libraries in 
the state. 


The Librarian attended four meetings of the Carroll County Library Cooperative which 
allows local librarians the ability to network and share knowledge. The Librarian also 
maintains membership in NELA (New Hampshire Library Association), and CHILIS 
(Children’s Library Services) and attends the conferences of these organizations as well 
as a variety of workshops. 


The Library participated in the annual community wide reading event known as “One 
Book One Valley” which included a discussion of the book Talk Funny Girl by Roland 
Merullo as well as a visit and presentation by the author. In 2013 the Library also partici- 
pated in the state wide summer reading program “Dig into Reading”. The Library hosts 
three monthly events, a book club facilitated by the Friends of the Bartlett Public Library, 
a Teen Book Club and a Knit Night. The Friends group continues to support the library in 
a variety of ways including a very successful annual used book sale where funds raised 
benefit special projects and events at the Library. 


The Bartlett Public Library is here to serve the members of the community; we wel- 
come all input as to how best to do so.

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THE BARTLETT HISTORY FUND 


The Bartlett History Fund was established by the Bartlett Library Trustees following 
the Town’s bicentennial in 1990. The purpose of the History Fund is to further the 
recording of the history of Bartlett and its vicinity. Profits from the sale of the two local 
histories, Bartlett, New Hampshire, In the Valley of the Saco, and The Latchkey was 
Always Out and the sale of bicentennial memorabilia were sent aside to establish the 
Bartlett History Fund. 


The following guidelines for the Bartlett History fund have been established: 


¢ All moneys received from future sales of the Bartlett History books, bicentennial 
memorabilia, and any other project undertaken by the Trustees for the History 
Fund will go into the History Fund. 


¢ This money is put into a separate account under the name “Bartlett History Fund.” 


¢ This fund may not be used for the Library budget. The Library may, however, use 
this fund to purchase books and material relating to the history of the town. 


¢ This material will then become a part of the Bartlett History Collection which is 
being maintained in a special fireproof file cabinet. 


¢ The money in the History Fund may be expended for historical projects, pictures, 
postcards, and other types of historical materials. 


e The Bartlett Library Trustees must approve the above expenditures. Donations of 
materials and monetary gifts may be made to the Fund. 


Cash on hand as of December 31, 2012 was $19,491. Receipts from book and map 
sales and the interest accrued were $63. Cash on hand as of December 31, 2013 is 
$19,554. 


The Library has copies of its two histories: Bartlett, New Hampshire; In the Valley of the 
Saco and The Latchstring was Always Out : A History of Lodging, Hospitality and Tourism 
in Bartlett, New Hampshire, by Aileen Carroll, and a reproduction of the 1896 Birdseye 
Map of Bartlett for sale in the library. These books are also for sale in the local book- 
stores.

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BARTLETT POLICE DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL REPORT 2013 


The department experienced a busy latter part of 2013 due to anumber of burglaries and 
thefts which occurred at establishments in the Glen area. These incidents are still being 
investigated, aided by images from surveillance cameras, and it is hopeful that arrests will 
be forthcoming. We encourage residents to consider installing these monitoring cameras 
as an added level of protection for their properties. Icy conditions this winter led to an 
increase in motor vehicle accidents, which were often the result of speeds too great for the 
road conditions. We were saddened to deal with a fatal accident in September, which saw 
two British tourists lose their lives, and two others seriously injured, in a collision with a tree. 
A week later, two more British tourists were seriously injured in a two-vehicle collision on 
Route 16, which resulted in charges being brought against the other driver. 


We also dealt with a growing number of computer-related incidents, scams, and fraudu- 
lent use of credit cards, and we urge people to protect their personal information and PIN 
number. In June, a call for assistance to a local business resulted in the discovery of an unas- 
sociated credit card skimming scheme. The ensuing investigation effectively stopped the 
exploitation of many other credit cards whose information had been compromised, and 
saw the perpetrator being apprehended and handed-over to the Secret Service. 


We had several changes to our personnel roster in 2013. Officer Cheryl Harris is fulfilling 
a one-year deployment commitment in Great Lakes, Illinois as part of her Naval duties, and 
officers Brandon Weckbacher and Richard McClure both resigned from the department to 
work closer to their homes. Lauren Synnott joined our ranks in December as a part-time offi- 
cer. Officer Synnott, who comes to the Valley by way of Alabama, graduated from the Police 
Standards and Training Council's Part-Time Academy in October, 2013. We welcome her to 
the department. 


We would like to offer our thanks to the State Police who provided Active Shooter and 
Barricaded Subject training sessions for our officers. Thanks is also directed to the 
Department of Homeland Security for providing the department with two new Motorola 
mobile radios. This was a great savings to our local taxpayers and a help to our budget. 


While it goes without saying that we are always grateful for the assistance and support 
provided by the Bartlett Fire Department, Bartlett/Jackson Ambulance, NHDOT, Bartlett 
town road crews, and Selectmen’s office and staff, | would like to publicly acknowledge and 
thank them for all they do. Finally, we would also like to wish Leslie Mallett all the best in 
her new endeavors as she leaves her duties as town clerk after 18 years of competent ser- 
vice. 


We look forward to serving the community of Bartlett in 2014.

BARTLETT JACKSON AMBULANCE SERVICE 
2013 ANNUAL REPORT 


2013 found Bartlett Jackson Ambulance busy again with another tally of about 500 calls. The 
average run lasts between two and three hours from the time of the call to the completion of 
Temsis, an electronic reporting system required by the State of New Hampshire. Unit 70 (the 
ambulance) is cleaned regularly after each call, this includes inside and out, restocking equip- 
ment and laundry for comforters! 


This summer BJAS became a clinical site for SOLO, an international educational facility that 
trains EMTs at various levels. It is fantastic to be part of this program! Observers and members 
come away with an appreciation for what they have as well as appreciation for the skills and 
courage of the participants. Thanks to all who helped instruct as well as those who participat- 
ed as students. I’m sure all parties learned from this and each other and that those lessons 
carry over to other parts of their lives. 


A State of New Hampshire MCI trailer was acquired and participated in a drill in conjunction 
with Memorial Hospital and Black Mountain Ski Area last November. The drill was a great suc- 
cess and the trailer is now located in Jackson for use in the event of a real mass casualty. The 
drill involved multiple agencies including Jackson Fire, Jackson Police, Black Mt. Ski Patrol, 
CCSO dispatch, BJAS, North Conway Ambulance,Memorial Hospital, SOLO volunteers and oth- 
ers from the community. 


BJAS is also recording data regarding mTBI, mild traumatic brain injury, this year utilizing the 
SCAT Ill, Glasgow Coma Scale, and the Maddox Scale. This is a collaborative effort to identify a 
concussion in its earliest stages to assure the best possible outcomes. We have learned a great 
deal in the short time we have been collecting data! The simplest and perhaps the most impor- 
tant lesson is early recognition, by a friend or a team mate who notices something is not quite 
right. We truly hope a little bit of data goes along way! BJAS is developing some wonderful rela- 
tionships with Universities involved in the research of head injury. 


Structure fires and motor vehicle accidents have kept BJAS members busy as well. Our 
involvement in working fires includes fire fighter rehabilitation as well as other medical issues 
that arise. Assists and standbys for police agencies has been a bit busier than normal this year. 


BJAS is using a new software program in an attempt to simplify scheduling of members. It 
has an information board to pass on important messages. Efforts have been redoubled to col- 
lect appropriate insurance information in an effort to improve our billing success rate. 


We would like to thank the towns of Bartlett and Jackson and the citizens of both towns and 
Hart's Location for supporting our efforts, we can't do this without you. 


Thanks to Bartlett Fire, Jackson Fire, Bartlett Police, Jackson Police, NH State Police, Carrol! 
County Sheriff's Office for officers and all your dispatching efforts, New Hampshire Fish and 
Game, Memorial Hospital, Saco River Medical Group for your trust and support in BJAS. And 
lastly to SOLO - you have shared some of the brightest students from some of the outstanding 
Universities in the world with us! Thank You. 


Finally, to the late Brian Abrams - your presence in the back country is always with us, your 
knowledge will go on through those of us who had the fortune to work with you! Peace

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BARTLETT FIRE DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL REPORT 2013 


The year 2013 was still a busy year with our Department responding to 298 calls. One 
area we are experiencing decreases in are in the false alarm responses. We continue to 
work closely with the property owners in identifying ways to decrease false alarms 
while still maintaining code compliance and striving to keep the occupants safe. This 
past year the Board of Selectmen have implemented a Town policy to start charging 
for our responses to false alarms, which we support. This policy's goal is not intended 
in any way to penalize the property owner for having an alarm system in their building 
but to encourage them to maintain the systems as required and keep them in proper 
working condition. A properly maintained alarm system is by far one of the most 
important ways to help reduce false alarms. If you don’t have an alarm system, please 
make sure to replace your smoke and carbon monoxide detectors as required. In gen- 
eral smoke detectors need to be replaced every 10 years and carbon monoxide detec- 
tors every 5 years, Replace the batteries at least annually and clean and maintain your 
detectors according the manufacturer’s instructions. These properly maintained and 
working devices will save your life and that of your family! 


In addition to our in-house trainings, we are working with the other Valley 
Departments in hosting a Fire Fighter 1 certified training for our newer members. This 
investment in all of our valley firefighters helps provide highly trained people ready to 
do the job at hand once their feet hit the ground. 


With the support of the Board of Selectmen, we have again applied for a FEMA 
Assistance to Fire Fighter's Grant to replace our aging ladder truck. We worked hard on 
the application and narratives to make our community's need stand out among the 
other thousands of applications. Time will tell if we were successful. 


We are always looking for new members. If you have the time and are willing, please 
stop by the Glen Station behind Margarita Grill and talk with the Chief or any of the 
other members you may see out and about Town. We thank the members of the com- 
munity who support us throughout the year and appreciate what our Department 
gladly does 24/7/365. We also thank all of the other town employees, department 
heads, officials, agencies, Selectmen and mutual aid departments with whom we work 
closely each and every day. We know each other by first name and know each of us are 
only a phone call away to help no matter the time of day, weather, or situation.

TRANSFER STATION REPORT 


This was a very busy year at the Transfer Station. We saw the number of vehicles through 
the facility reach over 800 per day. So if you were here between 12noon and 2:00PM and 
you thought it was busy — it was! The quiet times were after 3:00PM for those who want to 
avoid the rush. The recycling market has been stable this year and we saw good returns. 
People are doing very well recycling the plastics. A couple of points to remember — we only 
recycle food and beverage plastics, no container that held poison or hazardous material of 
any type can be recycled. When we are cleaning up after changing a container, we are still 
seeing a lot of paper in the trash. Paper and aluminum are the easiest and most profitable 
to recycle, so please put them in the proper place. Glass is a heavy material and when you 
put it in the trash, it is costing YOU money. Please put glass in the proper recycling con- 
tainer. All containers should be empty and rinsed before recycling. If you are cleaning out 
a refrigerator and the jars still have food in them, please throw them away. Food and food 
residue attracts the bears and the recycling containers are not bear-proof. Please remem- 
ber the posted speed limit on Transfer Station Road is 25 mph. Please ask the attendants if 
you ever have any questions and we will gladly help you.

ROAD AGENT REPORT 


In 2013 the Highway Department ditched and replaced culverts on a section of 
Covered Bridge Lane and then hot topped it using a grader shim method which is the 
same method used on Ellis Ridge Road, Washington Avenue, Hillside Avenue, and West 
Ledge Road. We also ditched and changed culverts on Dundee Road along with Pike 
Industries doing some reclaiming of the road which included 100 feet from the inter- 
section of NH Rt. 16A as well as a section 1,500 feet further up the road. There were 
several other areas that we did some ditch work, completed our normal grading of our 
dirt roads, road side mowing and some brush cutting. 


In 2014 | am hoping we can do another section of Dundee Road and Alpstrausse 
Loop, however, it is very difficult to list roads we want to work on due to the fact that 
winter and spring conditions can change that list in a hurry. | want to thank all of the 
residents for your support and patience especially during bad weather and road clo- 
sures. 


| want to thank the rest of the Highway Department crew, Don Miller, Jack Sandberg,

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2013 TOWN MEETING MINUTES 


Moderator Robert Clark opened the annual Town Meeting by swearing in the elec- 
tion officials and then opened the polls at the Bartlett Town Hall at 56 Town Hall Road 
on Tuesday, March 12, 2013 at 8:00AM by reading the following: 


“To the inhabitants of the Town of Bartlett, New Hampshire in the County of Carroll 
in said State, qualified to vote in the Town affairs: You are hereby notified to meet in 
the Town Hall in said Bartlett on Tuesday, March 12, 2013 at eight o'clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following subjects hereinafter set forth. The voting on 
Articles 1-6 will be by official ballot at the Town Hall and the polls shall open for bal- 
loting at eight o'clock in the forenoon and shall not close before seven o'clock in the 
evening. The following articles (Articles 7-22) in the warrant will be acted upon on 
Thursday, March 14, 2013 at six thirty o’clock in the evening at the Josiah Bartlett 
Elementary School in Bartlett Village. 


We hereby certify that we posted a like copy of said Town Warrant and Budget on 
February 25, 2013 at the Post Offices in Glen and Bartlett, at the Town Hall in Intervale 
(Bartlett) and the Josiah Bartlett Elementary School (the places of meeting), all being 
public places within the said Town of Bartlett, New Hampshire. A true copy of warrant 
attest: Board of Selectmen: Gene G. Chandler, Douglas A. Garland, David A. Patch." 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. Are you in favor of the adoption of AMENDMENT No. 1 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Town of Bartlett Zoning Ordinance as follows: To add the 
following as #15 under Article XVI (Signs), Section A (General): “ ‘Premise’ and 
‘Premises’, as these terms are used in Article XVI, shall mean a single lot. Premise and 
Premises shall not mean multiple lots, whether such lots are under the same or differ- 
ent ownership, or whether such multiple lots are operating as a common business 
enterprise.” (Planning Board favors) YES or NO 


ARTICLE 3. Are you in favor of the adoption of AMENDMENT No. 2 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Town of Bartlett Zoning Ordinance as follows: To delete the 
existing Article XVI (Signs), Section H (Exemptions), Subsection 4 and replace it with the 
following: “4. Directional, informational, warning or safety oriented signs (including 
signs for the control, movement or protection of patrons), provided such signs are 
either: a) Not directed to or readily visible from a public way; or b) Required by State 
law or regulation.” (Planning Board favors) YES or NO 


ARTICLE 4. Are you in favor of the adoption of AMENDMENT No. 3 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Town of Bartlett Zoning Ordinance as follows: To amend 
Article XVI (Signs), Section B.3 by replacing the words “gross window area” with the 
words “gross area of each window”. (Planning Board favors) YES or NO 


ARTICLE 5. Are you in favor of the adoption of AMENDMENT No. 4 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Town of Bartlett Zoning Ordinance as follows: To replace 
multiple occurrences of “New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission” and “NHWSPCC” with “New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services” and “NHDES” respectively. (Planning Board favors) YES or NO 
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ARTICLE 6. Are you in favor of amending the Town of Bartlett Floodplain Ordinance 
to correct minor errors by changing the words “Zones A and AE” to “Zone AE” in Item 
VII (Watercourses) and Item VIII (Special Flood Hazard Areas). (Planning Board favors) 
YES or NO 


Voting occurred until 7:00PM when the polls were closed and ballots were counted.

There were various write-ins for the various positions and copies of the complete tal- 
lies are available at the Town Clerk's office. Motion was made and seconded to adjourn 
the meeting until Thursday, March 14, 2013 at 6:30PM at the Josiah Bartlett Elementary 
School, 1313 US Rt. 302 in Bartlett Village. 


Moderator Clark then reconvened the meeting for the deliberative portion held on 
Thursday, March 14, 2013 at 6:30PM at the Josiah Bartlett Elementary School. The 
Pledge of Allegiance was led by Scott Grant and his daughters Jade and Amber Grant. 
Moderator Clark then pointed out where the Town Reports were located, the emer- 
gency exits, the location of the automatic emergency defibrillator and read the results 
of the voting on Tuesday, March 12, 2013. Moderator Clark then asked that if voters 
wished to speak, to please step up to the microphone and state your name. 


Moderator Clark then proceeded with the rest of the warrant articles as follows: 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,150,600.00 to defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. Selectmen favor. Motion was made by Board of Selectmen Chairman Gene 
Chandler, seconded by Selectman Douglas Garland to accept the article as read. 
Chairman Chandler spoke to the article going over the details of the budget. Chandler

stated that due to the numerous freezing rain storms that occurred since preparing the 
budget, he feels it is necessary to amend the highway budget by adding $20,000 for 
salt. Motion was made by Chandler, seconded by Selectman David A. Patch to increase 
the budget by $20,000.00 for the purpose of salt for the highway department. Vote was 
taken on the amendment of adding $20,000 = PASSED (+$20,000). Moderator Clark 
asked if there were any further questions. William Duggan asked why the legal fees 
increased by 30% and what the status of the River St. Bridge project was. Chandler 
explained that the legal fees are due to people bringing suits against the town which 
we must defend, however, we have recently had a case decided in our favor which 
includes payment of our legal fees. As far as the River St. Bridge project, this has been 
a frustrating experience because of personnel changes at FEMA that has caused the 
project to be reviewed several times by different people. We think we may have final- 
ly satisfied them and hope to do the project this year. There being no further discus- 
sion, the vote was taken on the article as anended. VOTE = PASSED ($2,170,600.00) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$125,000.00 for town road improvements. Selectmen favor. Motion was made and sec- 
onded to accept the article as read. Chairman Chandler spoke to the article and 
referred voters to the Selectmen's Report for more detail. Peter Gagne asked what work 
was being done on Thorn Hill Rd. Chandler explained it would be repair work. There 
being no further discussion, the vote was taken. VOTE = PASSED ($125,000.00) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,100.00 
for four new radios for the town highway trucks, one base at the Bartlett Village Fire 
Station, and one for Town Hall to comply with new radio frequency requirements. 
Selectmen favor. Motion was made and seconded to accept the article as read. 
Chairman Chandler spoke to the article explaining that the Federal government 
changes the radio frequency and if we don't get the new radios, emergency personnel 
won't be able to talk to each other. There being no further discussion, a vote was taken. 
VOTE = PASSED ($8,100.00) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,800.00 for testing at the former landfill property in order to meet State require- 
ments. Garland/Patch favor/Chandler opposed. Motion was made and seconded to 
accept the article as read. No one spoke to the article. There being no discussion, the 
vote was taken. VOTE = PASSED ($2,800.00) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$31,000.00 for a new combination sander/truck body for the highway department. 
Selectmen favor. Motion was made and seconded to accept the article as read. 
Chairman Chandler spoke to the article explaining that we currently have a truck with 
this arrangement on it and find that it works very well as it puts sand in front of the rear 
wheels rather than just spreading it behind the truck so they don't have to back up the 
hills in order to sand when it is icy. We would have to replace this piece of equipment 
this year anyway and felt it would be best to replace it with this style. There being no 
further discussion, the vote was taken. VOTE= PASSED ($31,000.00) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$14,000.00 to replace the roof and electrical work at the Bartlett Village Fire Station and 
painting and repairs at the Glen Fire Station. Selectmen favor. Motion was made and 
seconded to accept the article as read. Chairman Chandler spoke to the article. There 
being no discussion, the vote was taken. VOTE = PASSED ($14,000.00) 
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ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of up to 
$25,000.00 for additional work regarding the town-wide revaluation. Selectmen favor. 
Motion was made and seconded to accept the article as read. Chairman Chandler 
spoke to the article explaining that the 2011 revaluation was not completed properly 
per the contract and the NH Dept. of Revenue Administration and/or the Board of Tax 
and Land Appeals may require some additional work to be done which may have to be 
done by another firm. We think we have worked this out, however, so we may not need 
this money and if we don't, we will not spend it. There being no discussion, the vote 
was taken. VOTE = PASSED ($25,000.00) 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000.00 for distribution at the Selectmen's discretion to a Public Education and 
Government TV Station for Valley Vision to provide Channel 3 to Bartlett. Selectmen 
favor. Motion was made and seconded to accept the article as read. Peter Gagne asked 
how much it would cost to tape the Selectmen's meetings or other meetings which he 
asked for last year. Chairman Chandler responded that we do not have that answer and 
didn't realize we were supposed to although it was mentioned at last year's meeting. 
Chandler stated we will ask. There being no further discussion, the vote was taken. 
VOTE = PASSED ($5,000.00) 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$35,000.00 to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund established in 2005 under the pro- 
vision of NH RSA 35:1 for the purpose of costs associated with the construction of a 
new Bartlett Public Library. Agreeable to a petition signed by Robert A. King and oth- 
ers. Garland favors/Chandler and Patch oppose. Motion was made and seconded to 
accept the article as read. No one spoke to the article. There being no discussion, the 
vote was taken. VOTE = PASSED ($35,000.00) 


Motion was made by William Fabrizio, seconded by Scott Grant to take Articles 16 
through 21 as a block. There being no further discussion, the vote was taken. VOTE = 
PASSED (to take them as a block). Moderator Clark asked if there were any questions 
on any of the Articles between 16 and 21. There being no further discussion, the vote 
was taken. VOTE = PASSED ARTICLES 16-21 which read as follows: 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
for the Eastern Slope Airport authority for its use in operating the Eastern Slope 
Regional Airport in 2013. Selectmen favor. Motion was made and seconded to accept 
the article as read. VOTE = PASSED ($500.00)

needs of the uninsured and underinsured residents of Bartlett. Agreeable to a petition 
signed by Anne Chace and others. Selectmen favor. (PASSED = $5,154.00) 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00 for the Early Support and Services Program (birth to 3 yrs.) of Children 
Unlimited, Inc. Agreeable to a petition signed by Margaret McAllister and others. 
Selectmen favor. (PASSED =$4,000.00) 
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ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,573.00 in support of Starting Point providing advocacy and support to the victims 
of domestic and sexual violence and their children. Agreeable to a petition signed by 
Suzette Indelicato and others.

Motion was made by William Fabrizio, seconded by Douglas 
Garland to adjourn. VOTE = PASSED. Meeting adjourned at 7:07 PM.

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TOWN OF BARTLETT REGULATIONS 


The Town of Bartlett Officials closely monitor compliance with the following 
ordinances, regulations, and by-laws. This list is provided to make people aware 
that these regulations exist and a summary of each regulation appears here. 
Complete descriptions may be obtained from the Selectmen’s Office and any 
questions should be directed to that office. 


HHKKXKKKKKKKKX 


WINTER PARKING ORDINANCE: prohibits parking on town streets between Nov. 1 
and May 1 (24 hours a day). Violation = fine of up to $50.00 plus towing charges. 


SNOW PLOWING REGULATION: prohibits the plowing of snow into or across 
any town road. 


EXCAVATION PERMIT REGULATION: requires permits to be acquired 24 hours 
prior to excavation in a town road. Violation - fine of $100.00. 


ILLEGAL DUMPING ORDINANCE: prohibits dumping and littering at other than 
in authorized areas at the Transfer Station. Violation - fine of $100.00. 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE ORDINANCE: prohibits drinking of alcoholic beverages 
in public places. Violation - fine of $25.00. 


TEST PIT INSPECTION ORDINANCE: requires inspection of pits prior to applica- 
tion for State septic design approval. Fee of $25.00 per pit dug. 


SEPTIC SYSTEM DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION ORDINANCE: governs the design 
and construction of septic systems and requires all septic system designs, prior 
to submission to the State, to be reviewed by the Selectmen's Office. Fee of 
$50.00 per design. 


BUILDING PERMIT ORDINANCE: required for construction of signs, structures, 
changes of use, etc. which would affect property value and/or to which zoning 
requirements apply. Violation = fine up to $275/day. The following is the new 
fee schedule effective as of 2003: 


HOUSE/CONDO UNIT $ 25.00 
GARAGE 15.00 
DECK, ADDITIONS, SHEDS, & SIGNS 10.00 
CHANGE OF USE 20.00 
MAJOR COMMERCIAL 100.00 
MINOR COMMERCIAL 50.00 
RENEWALS, MISC. & OTHERS 10.00 
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PERMIT TO OCCUPY ORDINANCE: required prior to occupancy of any construc- 
tion that is intended for habitation or for which a septic system is required. 
Violation = fine of up to $100 and/or $10/day each day of violation. 


ZONING ORDINANCE: addresses the regulation of such items as signs, setbacks, 
density, green areas, frontage, permitted uses, telecommunications, ridgeline 
development, etc. 


SITE PLAN REVIEW REGULATIONS: governs the review and approval /disap- 
proval by the Planning Board of site plans for the development, change, or 
expansion of use of non-residential tracts where the total square footage of the 
footprint of the building(s) is greater than 5,000 square feet. 


FLOODPLAIN ORDINANCE: governs activity in the floodplain. 
GRAVEL PIT ORDINANCE: governs excavation of gravel pits. 


DOG LEASH BY-LAW: requires that all dogs be restrained by leash or under direct 
control of owner. Violation - fine of up to $100 plus board reimbursement. 


SPECIAL EVENTS ORDINANCE: regulates the conduct of special events. 
Violation = fine of up to $300. 


ELECTIONEERING ORDINANCE: eliminates all electioneering or signature gath- 
ering on Town or School owned property at any meetings or elections held 
within the Town of Bartlett.
